Brazil : The provisional government continues 
to consolidate its position as the mass arrest of Com- 
munists and leftists goes on. 

The revolutionary leaders appear determined to 
carry out a purge at state and municipal levels as 
well as in the federal government. Ousted Governor 
Arraes of Pernambuco is under arrest while the 
pro-Goulart governors of Bahia and Sergipe have 
been placed under virutal house arrest by the army. 

Orders reportedly have been issued to remove 
from office municipal officials suspected of Commu- 
nist leanings. 

Pressure is mounting, largely from the military, 
to unseat all Communist and pro-Communist con- 
gressmen despite the fact that they were elected 
under the banner of other parties. 

♦The revolutionary leaders and other prominent 
political figures have presented Congress with an 
additional demand for immediate election of a presi- 
dent to fill the remainder of Goulartte term, cloak- 
ing the demand with a threat of direct action against 
the Congress. 

There are indications that the Congress may take 
early action on the matter. Although General Gastello 
Branco is the front runner, the Social Democrats and 
members of the Brazilian Labor Party insist he is 
barred by the constitution because he is on active duty.
